The subject matters of claims 1, 3 and 12 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes an induction heating apparatus in which an electrically 
insulating fixing plate coated with an electrostatic shielding material is provided between a top plate and a coil. 
Document 2 describes a constitution in which an electrically connecting portion formed integrally with a 
connection terminal is fixed to a coil base with the connecting point kept immovable. A person skilled in the art 
could have easily applied the method of fixing a connection terminal to a coil base described in document 2 to 
the connecting portion of a fixing plate of document 1, to arrive at the subject matters of claims 1, 3 and 12. 
Claim 1 describes, "a fixing plate with . . coated . . ., having . . . fixed, attached to the said induction heating coil 
base since the said connection terminal is engaged with the said induction heating coil base, and provided 
but it is unclear 'what is attached to the induction heating coil base since the said connection terminal is engaged 
with the said induction heating coil base. {According to the said description, it is natural to consider that the 
fixing plate is attached to the induction heating coil base since the connection terminal is engaged with the 
induction heating coil base, but on the other hand, the specification (page 12, lines 2-4) describes to the effect 
that the fixing plate is attached to the boss 21 of the coil base by means of screws.} 

The subject matters of claims 4-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of the descriptions of 
documents 1 and 2, and document 3 cited in the ISR. Document 3 describes an induction heating apparatus in 
which (1) an electrostatic shielding material is covered with an insulator not yet cured, on the other side of a 
fixing plate, and (2) subsequently the insulator is cured for integral binding.

The subject matters of claims 10 and 15 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of the 
descriptions of documents 1 and 2, and document 4 cited in the ISR. Document 4 describes a constitution in 
which a connection terminal is fixed to a fixing plate using a caulking member. 

The subject matter of claim 1 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of the descriptions of 
documents 1 and 2, and document 5 cited in the ISR. Document 5 describes an electrically conductive adhesive 
as a fixing and connecting means. 

The subject matters of claims 7-9, 13 and 14 are neither described in any of the documents cited in the 
ISR nor obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
